But death is in this 
sense the common lot of all, both the good 
and the evil. Spiritually speaking, therefore, 
death has two opposite meanings, as applied 
to the one and to the other. As applied to 
the good it is the resurrection unto life, and 
to the evil the resurrection unto condemna- 
tion.”

| bt has for a long time been the reproach of 
Drury Lane and Covent Garden theatres, that 
the legitimate drama hasecarcely a foot-hold 
upon their stages—compositions of harlequi- 
nadea, the machinery of melo dramatic exhi- 
bitioné, fairy tales, the adulterated opera, 
German legends, and Asiatic nursery tales, 
constitute nearly two thirds of their repre- 
sentations—and where ‘* scenery, machinery, 
decorations and painting,” do not form the 
leading attractions, none that ure acquainted 
with the taste of an English audience, will 
deny, that coarseness and vulgarity, without 
the piquancy of wit, have been the charac- 
teristics of their recently produced plays and 


farces. 
It is well known that the people of this 


country are aw well acquainted with the best 
productions of dramatic authors as are those 
of Great Britain, and the proportion of those 
who are familiar with Shakespeare and the 
later authors, are very much greater in Ame- 
rica than in Europe ; hence the foundation of 
a good teste for the drama must be broader 
here than in England—that we have not pro- 
duced dramatic writers equal to those of the 
parent coantry, is no argument ggainst our 
ability to judge of dramatic productions.—- 
Men of talents and education have had the 
tuad to fame and wealth open to more direct 
qn less pregarious efforts than the labours of 
light literaygre—yet the sterling drama, the 
teal old stock play finds more favour here 
haw “at bome’’.—and t-<h, falec wit. gew- 
gaws and trappings, ask the fostering care of 


a British audience. If the “sterling oki dra 
ma’’ has at the time any abiding place, it is 
upon the metropolitan stage of France— 
where speeches of an hundred Lincs sre 
lisiened to without the change of a muscle 
by the paraive actur—and a tragedy of douvle 
the Fnghsh dimensions, measured forth in ex- 
act rhymes, and strictly confined to the um-

The Franklin High School was opened-on 
Monday morning, under the most flattering 
eo me: The reom, speventinien by the 

natitute is very large, well calculated for 
the purposes of the school. It is furnished, 
upon the most approved plan, wish desks ca- 
pahle of on two pupils each, and arrang- 
ed in rows leating between them.— 
At these desks 304 pupils can be seated, In 
the recitation rooma, which adjoin the great 
room, there are circular seats and tables, at 
which the lessons are heard. To prevent 
noise the roams and the stairs are covered 
with thick carpeting, 

The namber of pupils present at the open- 
ing of the sehool, was 252, and there can be 
no doubt, that the school will soon be sup- 
plied with the whole number which the rooms 
can accommodate. 

After the pupils had taken their seats, and 
were reduced to perfect silence, Mr, Johnson, 
the principal of the school, introduced the 
Committee of Instruction, and stated that he 
was now in readiness to commence the duties 
entrusted to him by the beard. The chair- 
rman of the committee, then, having congratu- 
lated the teachers upon the very gratifying 
appearance of their school, made an actress 
to the pupils, in which he arged upoa them 
the necessity of unremitted attention to their 
studies, of punctual attendance on their reci- 
tations, of submission to the anthority of the 
school, and of exemplary moral deportment. 
Finally, the committee retired, leaving the 
pupils to the immediate care of their teachers, 
with expressions of paternal solicitude for 
their welfare and success.
